after the lapfe of thirty days, it became dry and friable, and 
eafily reducible to powder,and that having pulverized it, oiit 
of a defire to fee whether this powder, being put into wounds, 
made by him in Pullets and Pigeonsjdid keep the fame force of 
poyfoning 5 he found, that in a little time there dyed all the 
Pullets and Pigeons,into whoie wounds he had put a quantity 
cfthis powder.
